OPERATORS HAVE CONFERENCE 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 28.—The 


representatives of the big coal com- 
panies in the Wyoming and Lacka- 
wanna valleys had a meeting in the 
office of the Lehigh Valley Coal com- 
pany in this city this morning. 


At 12:30 they ;«rere«jptiU in session. 


Chairmau Lathrop, ot the Lehigh 
Valley company, is presiding. 


It is understood that President 


Truesdale, of the Lackawanna com- 
pany, has referred to the superin- 
tendents the plan of settlement of 
the miners' strike as proposed by the 
presidents of the coal carrying rail- 
roads. 
Up to this time the repre- 


sentatives of the companies in this 
section have had arbitrary power and 
before any movement was made by 
the presidents of the companies the 
high officials in charge of the mines 
were consulted. 


But it would now appear that the 


presidents of the companies have 
relegated all power to themselves. 


The large individual operators were 


not represented at the conference. 


One individual operator stood out- 


side the door where the conference 
was held. 
Asked if he was taking 


part in the deliberations he said 
"No,

cut no figure in the settlement, if a 
settlement is made.

big companies^

MEN RETURN TO WORK. 


COLLIERIES IDLE. 


Shenandoah, Pa., Sept. 28.—Not a 


single colliery north of Broad moun- 
tain is working today* The employes 
of the Potts colliery at Locustdale, 
west of Ashland, failed to report this 
morning and that operation is closed. 
It was the last of the three workings 
in the Ashland district to shut down 
and employs probably 500 hands. 


About 3,000 mine workers in that 


section are idle. 


Shamokin, Pa., Sept. 28.—Contrary 


to the expectation of strike leaders, 
most of the employes of the North 
Franklin colliery, 
near Treverton, 


operated by the Philadelphia 
and 


Beading Coal and Iron company, re- 
ported for work this morning under 
protection of a big force of deputies 
and coal and iron police. 


Another car load of these guardians 


of the peace arrived last night from 
Philadelphia and Schuylkill valley 
towns. It was thought by the strik- 
ers that the action of the men at 
Locust Springs colliery in ceasing 
work yesterday 
would have 
in- 


luenced the North 
Franklin em- 


ployes to stop work today. 


Since rumors of a settlement are 


afloat, however, the men at the lat- 
ter operation will likely remain at 
work for a short time, at least. 


There was no sign of a clash be- 


ween the deputies and the small 
crowd of strikers that gathered and 
the colliery 
resumed at 7 o'clock. 


The strikers agreed last night to 
seep away from the company's prop- 
erty. 


Not a colliery in this section, ex- 


cept the North Franklin, is at work 
:oday. Operators are doing a lot of 
canvassing1 to influence 
miners to 


return to work on the 1st of October. 


The mine workers in this vicinity 


ire overjoyed because of the expected 
;oncessions by the operators. 


A MARCH OF STRIKERS. 


Hazelton, Pa., Sept, 38.—There was 


a march of strikers from Freeland to 
Hazel Brooke early this morning and 
as a result of the efforts of these men 
to get out miners working at the col- 
liery of J. S. Wentz & Co. there, the 
operation was practically shut down. 


The marchers numbered about 100 


and they left Freeland at 3 a. m. 


They reached Hazel Brooke, five 


miles distant, before daylight. Here 
th strikers distributed 
themselves 


through the town and called at the 
homes of all men who had not yet 
struck. 


There was a slight flurry of appre- 


hension in Hazel Brooke when the 
people learned that a crowd of Free- 
land strikers had arrived, but as the 
marchers showed no disposition to 
become unruly the excitement soon 
subsided. 


Sheriff Harvey, with a small num- 


ber of deputies, arrived on the scene 
at 6 o'clock, but did not interfere 
with the marchers. 


He asked them 
good naturedly 


what they were 
doing 
at Hazel 


Brooke and some of them 
replied 


they were "only standing around," 


Then the sheriff spied a squad of 


strikers going up a hill and when he 
inquired regarding their destination 
he was told they were "only going 
io play a game of base ball."

Herman J* Alerding, rector of 


St. Joseph's Catholic church at In- 
dianapolis, 
has 
been 
appointed 


bishop of the diocese of Fort Wayne, 
to succeed the late Rt Rev. Bishop 
Joseph Rademacher, who 
died 
in 


January last. 


The earliest news of the appoint- 


ment of Father Alerding to this dis- 
tinguished honor came this morning 
in The Sentinel's special telegraph 
service, and a reporter for The Sen- 
tinel was the first to carry the in- 
formation to the episcopal residence. 
At that hour Rev. Father Guendling, 
the administrator, stated that he had 
received absolutely no information 
upon the subject, 


NEWS IS CONFIRMED. 


This afternoon, however, The Sen- 


tinel's information was confirmed by

telegram 
to Rev. 


Father Guendling from Bishop Chat- 
ard, of the diocese of Indianapolis: 


"Indianapolis, September 38.—Rev. 


J. H. Guendling, Fort Wayne, Ind.: 
Cable brief appointing Rev. Father 
Alerding to the see of Fort Wayne 
has arrived. 
F. S. Chatard." 


Upon the receipt of The Sentinel's 


news this morning Rev. Father 
Guendling said: "I will not be 
greatly surprised if The Sentinel's 
dispatch is confirmed, for I think it 
has been quite generally understood 
that Rev. Father Alerd'ing's name 
was one of those recommended in the 
last list forwarded to Rome," 


ALL ARE PLEASED. 


The appointment of the new bishop 


seemed to be highly gratifying both 
to Rev. Father Guendling, the ad- 
ministrator, and to the priests of the 
Cathedral congregation, 
and all 


spoke in the higest terms of Rev. 
Father Alerding. 
All have a per- 


sonal acquaintance with him, and 


Rev,

A BIT OF BIOGRAPHY* 


Rev. Herman Alerding, named as 


the bishop of Fort Wayne, has occa- 
sionally visited the city, and is per- 
sonally known to nearly every Catho- 
lic priest in Fort Wayne, as well as 
many of the clergy in other portions 
of the diocese. 


He was born at Newport, Ky,, April 


13, 1845, and his entire life has been 
spent in this section of the country. 
He was ordained a priest by Bishop 
de St. Palais at St. Meinrad, Septem- 
ber 22, 1868, and went at once as -as- 
sistant to Father Chas&e at Terre 
Haute. 
Here he remained uritil the 


fall of 1871. 
Then came (his ap- 


pointment as pastor at Cambridge 
City, Ind., where he labored until the 
fall of 1874, when he was made rec- 
tor of St. Joseph's church, at Indi- 
anapolis, a position he has occupied 
constantly until the present time. 


While in charge at Cambridge City 


Rev. 
Father Aldering built 
new- 


churches at New Castle and Knights* 
town, which places he visited once a 
month, In his younger years Rev. 
Father Aldering took an active in- 
terest in temperance work and de- 
livered numerous lectures in various 
places, though not all were upon the 
subject of temperance. His splendid 
education, mental force and physical 
vigor 
gave 
him A comprehensive 


grasp upon a wide variety of sub* 
jects, and they were treated with 
rare ability. 


As an orator he hae won most dla- 


tingutehed honors. He is admirably

THEY GOT AWAY WITH $10,000 


WOLFE BBOTHEBS OWNED THE 


INSTITUTION. 


THE THIEVES USED DYNAMITE 


MADE THEIB ESCAPE AND LEFT 


NO TBACE. 


[Special to The Sentinel.] 
Centreville, 
Mich., 
Sept, 
28.— 


Cracksmen looted the private bank- 
ing house of Wolfe Brothers in this 
place some time during last nighl, 
securing nearly $10,000 in currency, 
and got away so successfully that 
up to this hour there is not the 
slightest clue to either their identity 
or their whereabouts. 


It is evident that the job must 


have been done about 2 o'clock this 
morning, and eveiy indication points 
to the fact that it was the work of 
skilled bank robbers, Entrance was 
gained to the building by forcing 
the double doors apart with a large 
fije, and once inside a heavy charge 
of dynamtie was used to shatter the 
doors of the vault. A similar charge 
opened the cash drawer. No one ap- 
pears to have heard the sound of the 
explosion, and the first discovery was 
made by business 
men who came 


down town this moining. 


Inside the building1 was a scene of 


wieckage, for the 
explosion 
had 


completely demolished the safe, and 
nearly ten thousand dollars of gold, 
paper currency and silver are miss- 
ing. The silver had been stored in a 
box in the vault, and the force of 
the explosion had scattered the coins 
about the bank floor, where many 
of them still remained. Books and 
valuable papers in the vault were 
also badly torn and mutilated by the 
force of the dynamite. 
Officers at 


once began work on the ca$e, and 
telegrams have bean sent to the po- 
lice of all suT*6undmg towns 
and 


cities.

was a private institution and has 
been doing a successful business for 
many years* 
(Its New York corre- 


spondent is the Chase National bank, 
and its Detroit 
correspondent the 


Commercial National 
bank. Wolfe 


Bros, also conduct a similar institu- 
tion at Mendon. The bank was in- 
sured in the Bankers* Mutual Cas- 
ualty copany, of Des Moines, for

OUK MATCHLESS COAL. 


The reasons why America can sell 


coal in Europe are quite clearly ex- 
plained 'by Edward Meade, in the 
Forum for October, under the title 
of 
4tThe Coal Supremacy of 
the 


United States." 
It is because Eu- 


rope is working coal deposits at a 
depth of 1,000 to 3,800 feet, -witli 
veins averaging less than three fuet 
in thickness, while the United States 
is obtaining ample supply in veins 
averaging five feet in thickness at or 
near the surface. 
No explanation is 


needed by the public of why the for- 
eign costs are much greater. 


Mr. Meade recognizes the true sig- 


nificance of cheap coal. It is an era 
of madhine production and it is coal 
that operates the machine. 
The 


country that has the cheapest and 
best coal is the country that can man- 
ufacture goods to the best advantage. 
The coal that may be exported to 
Europe in the hour of its need is as 
nothing to the fact that we can com- 
pete on favorable terms in the 
world's markets on all manufactured 
articles. 


This supremacy of the United 


States was predicted thirty years ago 
by Jevons, whope prophecy is quoted 
in the article under discussion, as 
follows: 
"Our industry will cer- 


tainly last and grow until our mines 
are commonly sunk 2,000, or 3,000, 
or even 4,000 feet deep. 
But when 


that time comes the United States of 
Northern America will still be work- 
ing coal in the light of day, quarry- 
ing it down on the banks of the O'hio, 
and running it down into boats 
alongside. 
The question is how 


soon will our mines approach the 
limit of commercial possibility and 
fail to secure us any longer that 
manufacturing supremacy on which 
we are learning* to be wholly de- 
pendent?'' 


Professor Jevons is also quoted for 


his apotheosis to coal, which is as 
pertinent today as when it was 
written. 
The advantage of 
the 


country or the locality which has 
abundant cheap coal has never been 
better expressed. 
Said Mr. Jevons: 


Bay by day it becomes more ob- 


vious that the coal v/e happily pos- 
sess in 
excellent quality and 


abundance is the mainspring of 
modern material civilization. 
As 


fuel, or the source of fire, it is the 
source at once of mechanical mo- 
tion and of chemical change. 
Ac- 


cordingly it is the chief agent in 


* the arts which the present age 
brings forth. 
:" 
!: 
• 
And as the 


source especially of steam and iron 
coal is all-powerful. This age has 
been called the iron age, and it is 
true that iron is the material of 
most 
great 
novelties*. 
By 
its 


strength, 
endurance 
and wide 


range of qualities it is fitted to be 
the fui'crum and lever of great 
works, while steam is the motive 
power. 
But coal alone can com- 


mand in sufficient abundance eith- 
er the iron or the steam, and coal, 
therefore, commands this age—the 
age of coal. 
Coal, in truth, stands 


not only beside but entirely above 
all other commodities. 
It is the 


material energy of the country— 
the universal aid—the factor in 
everything we do. 
With coal al- 


most any feat is possible or easy; 
without it we are thrown back into 
the laborious poverty of early 
times.

evening and introduced Mr. Haber- 
com to the audience. .The speaker 
was heartily greeted when he stepped 
forward to begin his address. 
He 


called attention to the fact that all 
but two or three of the German pa- 
pers of the country had opposed the 
policy of the McKinley adiminisfcra- 


pclicy in the 
The great in- 


especially the 


Philippine islands. 
tcrest of political^, managers in this 
campaign w-as centered in the Ger- 
man vote and wherever the Germans 
predominated there were the biggest 
contests being waged by the two 
parties. 
Mr. Habercom explained 


that he had always heretofore been a 
republican, but like the majority of 
Germans he could not support the 
foreign military policy of the pres- 
ent republican administration. 
The 


republican party, he said, had strayed 
away from its old policy and as a 
true republican be**was favoring the 
election of Bryan and Stevenson.

A BIT OF BIOGRAPHY, 


Rev. Herman Alerding, named as 


the bishop of Fort Wayne, has occa- 
sionally visited the city, and is per- 
sonally known to nearly eveiy Catho- 
lic priest in Fort "Wayne, as well as 
many of the clergy in other portions 
of the diocese. 


He was born at Newport, Ky., April 


13, 1845, and his entire life has been 
spent in this section of the country. 
He was ordained a. priest by Bishop 
de St. Palais at St. Meinrad, Septem- 
ber 22, 1868, and went at once as as- 
sistant to Father Chasse at Terre 
Haute. 
Here he remained until the 


fall of 1871. Then came 'his ap- 
pointment as pastor at Cambridge 
City, Ind., where he labored until the 
fall of 1874, when he was made rec- 
tor of St. Joseph's church, at Indi- 
anapolis, a position ho lias occupied 
constantly until the present time. 


While in charge at Cambridge City 


Rev. Father Aldering built 
new- 


churches at New Castle and Knighls- 
town, which places he visited once a 
month. In his younger years Rev. 
Father Aldnring1 took an active in- 
terest in temperance work and de- 
livered numerous lectures in various 
places, though not all were upon the 
subject of temperance. His splendid 
education, mental force and physical

The coal that may be exported to 
Europe in the hour of its need is as 
nothing to the fact that we can com- 
pete on favorable 
terms in 
the 


world's markets on all manufactured 
articles. 


This supremacy 
of 
the United 


States was predicted thirty years ago 
by Jcvons. whore prophecy is quoted 
in the article ini'Jor discus?!on, as 
follows: 
"Our industry will cer- 


tainly last and gro\v until our mines 
are commonly sunk 2,000. or 3,000, 
or even 4,000 feet deep.
